250° C (77°F) shall not crack when bent over a 1/2" Diameter rod. 

The tin panels used in this test shall be cut. from bright tin plate 
weighing not more than 25 grams and not less than 19 grams per square 
decimeter (0.51 to 0.39 pounds per square foot).
